PREFACE

The fourth 
chapter, which is an important in this work deals with the 
Poetic Imagination, sweetness of lyrics and subtlety of 
Poetry of Annamacharya with a number of illustrations* In 
the fifth chapter, an attempt has been made to explore and 
explain the peculiarities of the language employed in his 
Sankirthanas. The sixth chapter deals with the music and 
dance which Annamacharya presented in his Sankirthanas. 
In the last and the seventh chapter,, the circumstances, espe- 
cially sociological aspects prevailed during his life time have 
been analysed and the place of women in that society as 
Annamacharya depicted different types of Nayika being him- 
self with devotion to Paramatma, Sri Venkateswara, is also 
with a number of illustrations.
